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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


The Town Mourns 


Very Rev. Henry B. Smith, O.S.A. — dearly loved by 
his parishioners at St. Augustine’s Church — died last 


week at the age of 58. 


During his many years at St. Augustine’s, Fr. Smith en- 
joyed the respect, the admiration, and love of all seg- 
ments of the community, whatever their religious beliefs. 
He was a man whose interest in his fellowmen — his 
townspeople — was in the true ecumenical spirit. 

His passing is deeply mourned. 


Best For The Town 


We fail to see how anyone can be critical — and mean 
it — of town officials who sponsor the major sewer exten- 
sion project which is to come before a special town meet- 


ing this month. 


Federal funds are available for about 50 percent of the 
job; thus the town pays half-price for the work. It is a 
job which will be done over the next decade or so, ac- 
cording to all available estimates. 

Property owners along its route have a chance to pay 
$4.65 per foot in betterment assessments instead of $9.10 
— thus a saving is realized, as compared to the cost if 


this job is done bit by bit, over the years. 


We expect our town officials, including the town man- 
ager, to plan for the best interests of the town. If they 
did not do this, we could legitimately criticise them for 


failing to do their job. 


This particular project — and the officials’ decision to 
go forward with a special town meeting — comes in the 
realm of good planning for the benefit of the town as a 
whole. They would have been remiss in their duty if they 


had failed to act. 


Whether or not anyone approves of the project, it ap- 
pears to us that the town’s officials are acting in the 
best interest of the community by bringing the matter up 
at this time. Jt is up to the voters whether or not the pro- 


ject is approved. 


Parents’ Responsibility 


Safety Officer William Tammany has once again pointed 
out the importance of safe bicycle riding. 

Noting that there have been 15 bike accidents in the 
Greater Lawrence area since school let out. Officer 
Tammany has urged parents to control their children’s 
bicycle riding, so that they are not endangered on the 


road. 


It is a common sight when driving to find a weaving 
bike, on either the right or wrong side of the road, pro- 
ceeding in such a way that it is not safe to pass. Manly 
times the rider seems to actually enjoy his role. Double- 
riding is common; failure to stop when required is another 


frequent violation. 


All children should receive parental training and dis- 


cipline in this regard — for their own safety and for that 
of the drivers of automobiles and passengers in their 


cars. 


This is an area where the police can not hope to con- 
trol every bike rider, at all times. Only the parents can 
do this job. And the evidence indicates that a better job 


could be done.

Occur Night Of Aug. 12-13 


Most folks thought the July 20 
solar eclipse would be the last 
sky show worth watching for the 
next few years, They obviously 
forgot about the Perseids, reminds 
the Charles Hayden Planetarium 
at Boston’s Museum of Science, 

The annual Ferseid meteor 
shower - popularly known as 
shooting stars - occurs this year 
on the night of Aug, 12-13, On a 
clear moonless night, a single 
observer can expect to see about 
50 streaks of light an hour, 

This year, however, moonlight 
is expected to wash out all but the 
brightest streaks, The Planetar- 
ium explains that meteors are 
best seen after midnight, when 
our half of the earth is heading 
directly into the swarm, Unfor- 
tunately for us, the last-quarter 
moon will be shining in the sky 
at just about the time this year’s 
spectacle is due, Thus, the moon’s 
light will blot out many of the fal- 
ling meteors, Still, the Perseid 
shower should be worth watching, 

These so-called shooting stars 
are not stars at all, says the 
Planetarium, but chunks of rock, 
metal, or ice, Attracted by the 
gravity of our planet, they fall 
to earth, When they hit the air 
overhead, they are going so fast 
(about 100,000 miles per hour) 
that friction heats them to in- 
candescence, More simply they 
get wind-burned, and all we see 
is a streak of light some 50 to 
150 miles up. 

These cosmic hunks of junk 


are scattered all throughout our 
part of space, so that actually 
you can expect so see a few 
shooting stars on any clear night 
of the year, Sometimes, one of 
these chunks manages to sur= 
vive its fiery trip through the at- 
mosphere and land on earth, 

But don’t worry. There's little 
or no chance of your ever being 
hit by one, says the Planetarium, 
even during a meteor shower, 

Incidentally, the name Perseids 
is derived from the name of the 
constellation, Persus the Champ- 
ion, If you trace the path of the 
meteors in this shower, they ap- 
pear to come from a point in 
that constellation, which is a faint 
group of stars seen in the north- 
eastern sky during the early morn- 
ing hours, 

Sometimes called the Tears of 
St, Lawrence, the Perseids are 
following the same orbit as Tut- 
tle’s Comet of 1862 and may be 
associated with it, They are us= 
ually very swift and yellow in 
color,

In the northeast area of Massa- 
chusetts, there are over 400 fam- 
ilies who open their hornes and 


thoughtful observers, the present 
schism is not a communist con- 
trivance, The cunning communist 
tactic of one step backward, two 
steps forward is less important 
in this situation than centuries 
of Political and ideological dis- 
sension, 

Soviet economic measures have 
deepened the domestic economic 
crisis in Red China, In 1960 the 
Soviets withdrew their technicians 
and later refused a moratoriumon 
Chinese debts, Failing harvests 
and the collapse of the economic 
Great Leap Forward further 
deepened Chinese misery, 

According to some commenta- 
tors, the economic crisis has 
strengthened the Chinese Com- 
munists, The inability to depend 
on Soviet support has forced the | 
Chinese leaders to develop more 
realistic economic goals, Instead 
of encouraging Chinese peasants to 
waste precious agricultural time 
on do-it-yourself blast furnaces, 
the leadership has concentrated on 
the growing of rice and other 
needed foodstuffs and the produc- 
tion of needed agricultural im- 
plements like hoes and plows, 


Neverthless Communist China 
remains avery poor country, While 
Soviet citizens are beginning to 
enjoy at least some modest eco- 
nomic improvement, the Chinese 
peasant exists in grinding poverty. 

Poverty, intensified bya popula- 
tion too large for the available food 
supply will, I fear, encourage the 
Red Chinese to attempt to expand 
their control to all of Southeast 
Asia, There, the Great Rice Bowl 
and a large Chinese population, 
concentrated almost entirely inthe 
crucial commercial sectors, pre- 
sent an enticing picture, The 
danger to the United States in this 
expansion is that the Red Chinese 
may force us into a direct con- 
frontation in Southeast Asia, 

If Laos or Viet-Nam are per- 
manently lost to communist domi- 
nation all of Southeast Asia will 
quickly follow, America has avery 
real stake in the talks in Moscow 
and Washington will be constantly 
appraising the significance of their 
progress and outcome,

Plants Water-Cool Their 


Own Leaves, § 


Last week’s heat wive caused 
considerable discomfort to the hu- 
man race and members of the 
plant kingdom, 

To combat the heat, many folks 
retreated to the mountains and to 
the seashore, Others invested in 
air conditioners and fans, Piants, 
however, were less fortunate and 
had to remain behind and suffer 
the consequences, Many plants 
were able to tolerate the heat, 
but some suffered. 

The reason plants suffer is they 
lack water for their built-in air 
conditioners, That’s right! Plants 
have cooling equipment too, Their 
cooling devices are located prin- 
cipally in their leaves, There are 
hundreds of openings or pores cal~ 
led stometa that release water 
which in turn cools the leaves, If 
a plant has an adequate supply of 
water, the stomata remain open and 
an amazing amount of water is used 
for cooling purpose, 

An average corn plant uses more 
than 50 gallons of water a year, 
A medium sized tree will trans- 
pire that much in a single day, 
It has been reported that a sun- 
flower plant releases a quart of 
water daily. Unless m ther nature 

or home gardeners replenish the 


water lost by the transpiration 
process, plants suffer severly. 
Check your plants now, Water 


thoroughly if the soil has become 
very dry.
